Giant Hybrid Amaryllis 


The truly gorgeous colorings and the giant size of the magnificent 
blooms and the free blooming habit of this Giant Amaryllis make it 
very much sought after and highly admired. Amaryllis are exceedingly 
easy to grow by following a few simple directions. The colors range
